Calumet Christmas disaster, in which 
seventy-two 
persons, 
most of them 


women and children, were killed, were 
being made today, 
a 
dispute

waged as to who should bury the dead. 
Peacemakers were at work in a su- 
preme effort to bring about an end to 
the copper mine strike in this region. 


Over the bodies of the little ones 
the leaders of the 
peace 
movement 


hoped to see an end to the labor strike 
which has torn the Calumet copper 
district for several months. 


Who Gave False Alarm. 


All efforts of detectives today to find 
the man who started the panic in the 
crowded theatre with the false alarm 
of "fire" proved unavailing. He is de- 
scribed by some as a man of medium 
height with a heavy 
mustache 
and 
short black beard, poorly dressed and 
evidently a foreigner. 
Others claim 
that lie was a very -large man, with a 
mustache only. 


Whether tliis man appeared in the 


door and gave the alarm, or whether 
he was one of those inside the hall is 
an unsttled question. 
Matti Saari, a 
striker, today said that he was at the 
top of the stairs when the panic start- 
ed. He said no one came up the stairs 
but that the cry of "fire" came from 
within the hall. 


Labor War Forgotten. 


TJnited in their grief over the snuffing 


out of so many young lives, mine op- 
erators, guards and strike breakers, 
and the striking 
union 
miners and 
their friends gave no thought to the 
big labor 
battle 
that indirectly is 
blamed for the most grewsome horror 
in the history of Calumet. 


There was still dispute over whether 


the offer of the Citizens' Alliance, an 
organization that has been considered 
hostile to the strikers, to defray all 
the burial expense would be permitted. 
Officials of the Western Federation of 
Miners declared that the offer would 
be spurned. 


"We will care for our own dead," 


was the response to the Alliance. 


Large Sums Pledged. 


The feeling of hostility was not so 


marked today when it was seen that 
the citizens of Calumet and other cit- 
ies in the mine district were earnest 
in their efforts to raise funds for the 
stricken families. 
Almost unlimited 
amounts of money were pledged by 
mine owners and merchants who have 
been opposing the strikers. The com-

lies whose dear ones were taken from 
them in the unnecessary panic.

Bloodhounds were 
placed on the fresh trail at Beloit and 
he dogs took up two tracks to the 
corner of Roosevelt and Fourth gkqj 
orner of Roosevelt avenue and Fourth 
>treet, on the interurban line. 


Beloit police are confident that the 
robbers had been in Beloit for some 
ime, had received "tips" from a local 


friend as to the lay of the land and 
had carefully studied the situation be- 
fore attempting to make their haul. 
The gang attempted to gain entrance 
into several other houses, but the win- 
dows were sufficiently guarded or they 
found that the families had returned 
from the celebration. 
The men who 


did the job were all experts at house 
breaking as they gained entrance by 
using "jimmies" and looted all four 
houses in the space 
of 
two 
hours. 


Nothing of importance was overlooked 
and every conceivable hiding 
place 


was searched to the very bottom. 


At the John 
Rucks 
residence on 


Grand avenue the men made the big- 
gest haul, taking two Elgin watches 
with limiting cases valued at a hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. A lady's watch 
set witii pearls valued at a" hundred 
and fifty dollars, a neck chain with 
pendant of pearls and ametliists val- 
ued at-two hundred, and one moon- 
stone ring costing one hundred dol- 
lars, comprised their loot at this resi- 
dence. 


At the home of Dr. H. B. Anderson 
the burglars went through the win- 
dow and with the aid of candles thor- 
oughly searched every room, finding 
the

tered, as they were more thoroughly 
ransacked. 


At the A. J. Heinbecker's residence 


the gang obtained a solid gold watch 
wortli fifty dollars and a diamond tie 
pin costing ninety dollars. 


At Dr. Fosse's residence one watch 


was taken and no systematic search 
was made as the family's return was 
expected momentarily. 


The robbery is one of the most dar- 


ing ever attempted in Southern Wis- 
consin, and the police are seeking the 
aid of the authorities of all cities to 
which the. men may have made their 
escape. 
It (lie Beloit police could have 


given the Janesville force a quicker 
call the men could easily have been 
caught in this city, as they were de- 
layed over 
fifteen 
minutes hy the 


breaking down of the interurban". The 
boldness with which the gang made 
their raid and their escape by means 
of the interurban. which was crowded 
at the time it reached Beloit, has as- 
tounded the police. 


The fugitive might have taken the

Gives Powers to Banks.

inal idea. He charges that the legisla- 
tion is not of the character promised 
by tiie democratic party in the plat- 
form adopted at the Baltimore conven- 
tion. 


The evils of permitting interlocking 


directorates is then fully discussed by 
the senator. He points to the evidence 
against such a system which was pre- 
sented five years ago when the Ald- 
rich-Vreeland bill was under consider- 
ation and also the testimony secured 
by members of the Pujo investigation. 


Sought to Amend Bill. 


"Out of the many instances proved 


in the Pujo investigation." says Sena- 
tor La Follette," it is shown that the 
firm members or 
directors 
of two 


banks and trust companies, controlled 
by Morgan and Standard Oil, together 
hold IIS directorships .in thirty-four 
banks, and thirty directorships in ten 
insurance companies with resources, 
deposits and assets aggregating nearly 
seven thousand million dollars." 


When the bill came up in the senate 


for consideration Senator La Follette 
offered an amendment providing that 
no member of a federal reserve board 
and no director of a federal reserve 
bank shall be an officer of any bank, 
trust company or insurance company.

"It was defeated by the combined 


votes of forty-three 
democrats 
and 


eight republican senators," concludes 
Senator La Follette. 
"It was support- 


ed by twenty-eight

GOTHAM SPORTSMEN 


Only Town Able to Support Six-Day 


Marathon, Turning Over Thou- 


sands of Dollars for An- 


nual Event.

Xew York. Dec. 26.—Some queer 
things are done in the name of art, 
but if art has anything on poor old 
sport in New York when it comes 10 
having things 'put over on it there 
will have to be a 
rising of artists 
long before sun-up. Mr. G. Sport, in 
whose name football, baseball and a 
lew other pastimes are presented, is 
just beginning to revive from the ef- 
fect of the annual smearing it got in 
Xew York. 
For one week Madison 
Square Garden 
was 
used as a cal- 
dron in which all the good that there 
is in sport was boiled to a finish, and 
all of the bad skimmed from the sur- 
face and permitted to reign supreme. 
New York has its annual debauch 
in sport in the six-clay bicycle race. 
There is only one town in the coun- 
try that would support such an event. 
That town is New York The gangster 
aini gunman, for whom the town is 
famous, desert the beaten paths and 
appear in the open during the running 
of this race. That is the seamy side 
of the race. 
But New Yorkers sup- 
port the event. They turn over thou- 
sands of dollars every year to see the 
riders plup unceasingly 
hour 
after 
hour and day after 
day 
about tne 
saucer 'track. There are the regulars 
who take their place in the gallery at 
the start and never leave, unless tue 
police clear the 
place. 
Then 
they 
merely walk to the 
window, buy 
<'ii- 
other ticket and return to their seats. 
They sleep in their chairs 
and sub- 
sist on "hot dogs" for the week. They 
will sit for hours watching the end- 
less grind under the worst atmospher- 
ic conditions that can be imagined. 
That two men, working in relays, 
can ride six days without stopping 
and cover more than 
2,000 
miles, 
speaks much for their physical condi- 
tion, but that human beings can re- 
main in the garden for a week and 
merely live, without the added exer- 
tion of constant 
riding is a 
tenth 
•wonder of the world. The lungs would 
b« justified in staging a rebellion that 
would tear the lining out of the body 
they are forced 
to 
inhabit. 
Grea't 
clouds of tobacco smoke sweep out 
over the Garden as the crowd enters 
for the 
first 
night. 
As 
the 
week 
wears on other clouds are furnished. 
Then comes the stale smell of burn- 
ing hemp. It would take a blast of 
'dynamite to dent the air. 
New Yorkers go through th's same 
thing every year and evidently like 
it. 
The riders are paid from $50 to 
$250 for every day they stay in 
the 
race. 
The prize for winning is pal- 
try compared 
with the

volved, being about $1,500. From the 
start, however, the 
watchers 
pick 
their favorites. 
The only features of 
a six day race are the sprints and the 
spills. 
That is what the crowd goes 
to see. Hours they pass and nothing 
•will happen. But it may happen any 
minute and that ingrown curiosity, 
the spark in 
humanity 
which con- 


stantly reaches .out 
in search 
of a 
thrill holds the six 
clay "but;" in his 
seat. Once at the scene of the race, 
the most dignified citizen 
may 
be- 
'come a "bug" 
and 
wait 
valuable 
hours a\yay. Having come for a thrill 
the longing cannot be satisfied by the 
steady grind .of the regular orders of 
things. 


On the last night of the race there 
were hundreds present who had not 
been home for 
a week. Any 
after- 
noon scores might be found sleeping 
in their chairs, or even 
wrapped in 
slumber while leaning against a post 
when things were 
dull. 
From 
the 
floor below swept un the fearful com- 
bination of odors. There pickpockets, 
stick-up men, gangsters, 
gunmen, 
three card Monte sharks and others 
of similar type 
were 
found. Hun- 
dreds of overcoats were stolen dur- 
ing the week by thieves who make a 
specialty of this amusement during 
the six days races. The uninitiated
